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£5 comprised of two or more fused rings containing at least one nitrogen ring atom, and an electrophilic substituent that is capable of 
CD reacting with a cysteine residue within the ATP binding site of a kinase. Preferred compounds include certain pyrrolopyrimidines 
and oxindoles having such an electrophilic substituent and optionally an aromatic or heteroaromatic substituent that is capable of in- 
teracting with a threonine or smaller residue located in the gatekeeper position of the kinase. Kinases lacking such cysteine residues 
may be engineered or modified so that they are capable of being inhibited by such compounds by replacing a valine or other amino 
acid residue within the ATP binding site by a cysteine residue. 
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
